The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest the instant method of treating athlete's foot comprising orally 
administering acyclovir, valacyclovir, famciclovir, penciclovir, or ganciclovir to a subject. 
USPN 6585967 discloses a method of topically administering valacyclovir and 
famciclovir to a subject to treat athlete's foot. USPN '967 teaches the topical 
administration rather than the oral administration of valacyclovir and famciclovir to treat 
athlete's foot as instantly claimed. USPN's 6951847, 6224887, 6436926, and 5519059 
teach that the same fungus that causes both athlete's foot and jock itch. The present 
invention differs from the above in the route of administration, namely, oral (present 
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invention) versus topical (prior art). The prior art does not teach or suggest the oral 
administration of the instant compounds to treat athlete's foot. USPN '967 is the only 
patent cited above which discloses a method of administering valacyclovir and 
famciclovir to treat athlete's foot. However, USPN '967 does not suggest administering 
the compounds orally even slightly. USPN's '847, '887, '926 and '059 teach method of 
administering actives orally to treat athlete's foot; however, neither of those patents, 
even slightly, mentions the use of actives recited in the instant claims.
